The Lidgerwood Manufacturing 
Company is a close corporation, all 
the stock being held by members of 
the Lidgerwood family, John H. 
Lidgerwood being  prcsident and 
treasurer and James G. Lidgerwood 
being vice president and assistant 
treasurer. 
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Bound Creek, entered upon the 
Lidgerwood property at Frelinghuy- 
sen Avenue about four. hundred feet 
Northerly from the Northerly line of 
Empire Street and ran in an irregu- 
lar Easterly direction for about two 
hundred feet and then turning in a 
Southerly direction ran Southerly to 
& point in Empire Street about four 
hundred and twenty-five feet Easter- 
ly from the Easterly line of Freling- 
huysen avenue. Bound Creek, in its 
courses through and over the prop- 
erty above described, was about ten 
feet in width and was an open creek 
with a good, fair flow of water 
throughout its entire length, varying 
in quantity due to the fact that it 
was à tide water stream. The depth 
of the water being at high tide about 
two feet and during low tide à con- 
siderable quantity of fresh water 
flowed through it from its tributaries 
above it. The water flowing through 
the creek was used by the Lidger- 
wood Manufacturing Company in its 
plant operations in connection with 
its condensing system and by the use 
of said water the Lidgerwood Manu- 
facturing Company was able to pro- 
duce increased power in its power 
plant equal to that which would be 
produced by the consumption of 
about two to three tons of coal per 
day. 


Bound Creek was a natural drain- 
age for waste and storm water for 
the properties lying contiguous to it 
and the engineering authorities of 
the City of Newark expressed to the 
Lidgerwood Manufacturing Company 
their desire to abandon Bound Creek 
for this purpose and asked for the 
co-operation of the Lidgerwood Man- 
ufacturing Corapany in this project. 
The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the officers of the Lidgerwood 
Manufacturing Company and at the 
solicitation of the engineering au- 


thorities Mr James G Lidgerwood 
appeared before what was then the 
Board of Works, some time in the 
year 1913. It had been explained to 
Mr. Lidgerwood that one or more of 
the owners, whose properties bor- 
dered on this creek, were causing 
trouble and interposing difficulties in 
the way of the City accomplishing 
this purpose and that it would be 
greatly to the bonefit of the City if 
it eould secure the consent and co- 
operation of the Lidgerwood Manu- 
facturing Company. 


After hearing the various reasons 
fcr the doing away with Bound 
Creek as a waste and storm water 
sewer and being desirous of assisting 
the City of Newark in any project 
which seemed proper to the engineer- 
ing authorities, Mr. James G. Lidger- 
wood gave his consen: and the con- 
sent of the Lidgerwood Manufactur- 
ing Company orally to the Board with 
the proviso that there should be no 
expense to the Lidgerwood Manufac- 
turing Company or the property 
through which Bound Creek then 
ran. At that time Mr. Lidgerwood 
stated to the Board that the aban- 
donment of Bound Creek would occa- 
sion the additional use of from two 
to three tons of coal a day and cause 
the company to incur ^hat additional 
expense and for that reason he would 
expect any change in Bound Creek 
to be accomplished without any ex- 
pense to either of the petitioners. 
This was acquiesced in by the mem- 
bers of the Board, but at the time 
no written consent was given by Mr. 
Lidgerwood, neither was there a 
written agreement on the part of the 
City of Newark. In fact, the deter- 
mination to go on with the building 
of a new sewer and the consequent 
abandonment of Bound Creek was 
not begun for several years after this 
interview, but your petitioners feel 


that the project would never have 
been undertaken if the City had not 
received from the Lidgerwood Manu- 
facturing Company this co-operation. 
A considerable expense in the way of 
condemnation proceedings would 
have been necessary and would have 
resulted probably in litigation and in 
all likelihood an abandonment of the 
entire project. 


No further attention was given by 
Mr. Lidgerwood or the Lidgerwood 
Manufacturing Company to this plan 
until bills were received by the

and John H. Lidgerwood for assess. 
ments for what is known as Freling- 
huysen Avenue and Bound Creek 
sewer. The assessments made against 
the property of the Lidgerwood Man- 
ufacturing Company amount to 
$4,163 and the assessments against 
the property of Jobn H..Lidgerwood 
amount to $1,194. The proceedings 
for making these assessments were 
undoubtedly conducted in the usual 
manner and the technical advertise- 
ments made in the public press, but 
the petitioners, considering that the 
matter had been disposed of without 
any prospect of assessments on their 
property were not giving any atten- 
tion to the matter and such adver- 
tisements did not attract the notice 
or attention of the petitioners and it 
was with surprise and consternation 
that these bills were received. 


Your petitioners took this matter 
up with the City Counsel''s office and 
there was contemplated a contest in 
the Courts to set aside the assess- 
ment, but being advised that thir 
Honorable Body had the right to give 
relief under the circumstances set 
forth in the petition, decided to bring 
the matter to your aítention and se- 
eure from you the relief to which 
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they are entitled and it 1s the request 
of your petitioners that you grant to 
them the cancellation of the assess- 
ments made by the City authorities 
against their property.

Mr. Porter: That I think is full 
and complete. I do not know that 
I could add anything except to say 
that it is an important matter to us; 
that we entered into the agreement 
in good faith. There was no writing 
demanded by us, thinking that the 
Board would meet us in the same at- 
titude. They did not demand from 
us any writing. I would just say in 
passing that the rights of property 
owners bordering on a stream are 
very important. There was one com- 
pany in particular who insisted upon 
having their rights preserved which 
they had a right to do, and which 


we had a right to do and there was 


considerable expense undertaken by 
the City in meeting the position of 
this property owner, and considerable 
money was spent by the City in com- 
plying with this particular owner's 
request. 


Commissioner Raymond: I think 
the best thing would be to take this 
matter up with Mr. Congleton and see 
what the City's position is and 
whether we can cancel an assessment 
after it has been approved by the 
Circuit Court.

Gentlemen:— 


The Board of Trade in the report 
and resolutions as adopted at the reg- 
ular meeting last June, copies of 
which were forwarded to the individ- 
ual Commissioners, placed itself on 
record as fávoring centralized pur- 
chasing, and urged practical action in 
accordance with the ordinance pro- 
viding for a Bureau of Purchases, 
Standards and Tests. 


In view of the heavy burden of 
taxation, and the need of the most 
modern and scientific methods in the 
purchase of supplies and equipments 
of the city departments, it is sin- 
cerely hoped that your Board will 


take action to put this ordinance into 
effect by the beginning of the com- 
jug fiscal year of 1921. 


If such a Bureau is to do efficient - 


work, its head, the Supervisor, using 


the title as given in the ordinance, : 


Should be a man of proven experience 
and capacity in this special line of 
purchasing. To secure such a man 


may require a wide search for and - 


careful selection from possible candi- 
dates. In this important matter, 
which is in reality the selection of a 
business expert, the Board of Trade, 
as the leading business body of the 
City, would, if it would prove of serv- 
ice to your Board, be pleased to co- 


operate, and offers the following sug-. 


gestions: 


‘1, That the Board of Trade 
through its Board of Directors would 
endeavor to secure a wide range of 
applicants for this special position, 
and would then after careful inquiry, 
and sifting out the list of applicants, 
present to your consideration’ the 
three applicants of most merit be- 
cause of proven capacity and expe- 
rience. 


2. That if the best man for this 
position is to be secured, cand:dates 
from outside the city as well as can- 
didates resident in the city should 
be considered. 


3. That because of the marked 
increase in cost of living, and the 
higher range of salaries now prevail- 
ing as compared with the period when 
the ordinance was adopted, rather 
more than two and a half years ago, 
it would be wise to consider an in- 
crease in the maximum salary stated 
in the ordinance, namely, $5,000.00 
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4 That if advertising to secure 
applicants should be deemed neces- 
sary by the Board of Directors, the 
advertisement proposed would be 
submitted to the City Counsel for his 
approval as to form and wording. 


It is earnestly hoped that this peti- 
tion will receive your favorable con- 
sideration.

Mayor, I would like to say in refer- 
ence to this, that Mr. Gwinnell, rep- 
resenting the Chamber of Commerce 
came in to see me, and may have 
come in to see you other gentlemen 
of the Commission, two or three 
weeks ago, and talked this matter 
over with me. I told him then I was 
in favor of a business man for this 
position, and that I thought the Com- 
mission would probably be of the 
same mind. I told Mr. Gwinnell I 
would vote for him for Purchasing 
agent if he would take it, but he said 
he was engaged in business and could 
not take it. I told him I was in favor 
of keeping this position out of pol- 
itics, and that a man should be ap- 
pointed who could make the pur- 
chases for the City in the best pos- 
sible way. I think it would be a 
very good thing to have this list sent 
to us and for us all to meet these 
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candidates suggested by business men 
and see if they are fit for the place 
and if we could appoint one. 


I will move in order to bring the 


matter before us that the suggestion 
of the Chamber of Commerce ‘be 
adopted by us and we notify them to 
send in a list of fit persons to be 
appointed as Purchasing Agent. 


Commissioner Archibald: I think 
it should be confined to Newark men. 
With the tremendous industries we 
have here, I think it should be a New- 
ark man.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION

To the Honorable 
The Board of Commissioners, 
Newark, New Jersey. 


Gentlemen:— 


From time to time the attention 
of the Civil Service Commission is 
called to the payment of money out 
of the public funds to persons em- 
ployed under a so-called contract 
and not in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Civil Service Laws. 


In order that the provisions of the 
Law regarding the disbursements of 
public funds, in payment for per- 
sonal services rendered, may be 
clearly understood, and for the pro- 
tection of disbursing officers, the 
Commission is led to call your atten- 
tion to the provisions of Section 26 
of the Civil Service Act, and Chap- 
ter 120 of the Session Laws of 1915. 


Section 26 is in part as follows: 
“It shall be unlawful for the Comp- 
troller or other fiscal officer of the 
State, or of any municipality thereof 
that may adopt the provisions of this 
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act (Civil Service Act) to draw, sign 
or issue any warrant on the Treas- 
urer or other disbursing officer of 
the State, or of any municipality 
thereof that may have adopted the 
provisions of this act, for the pay- 
ment of any salary or compensation 
to any officer, clerk, employe, or 
other person in the classified. service, 
unless an estimate, payroll or ac- 
count for such salary or compensa- 
tion, containing the names of every 
person to be paid, shall bear the 
certificate of the Civil Service Com- 
mission that the persons named in 
such estimate, payroll or account 
have been appointed, employed, re- 
instated or promoted in pursuance of 
law and of the rules made in ac- 
cordance with this act. * * œ 
“Any sums paid contrary to the pro- 
visions of law, or of the rules made 
in pursuance of law, or from any of- 
ficer signing or countersigning or au- 
thorizing the signing or countersign- 
ing of any warrant for the payment 
of the same, or-from the sureties on 
the official bond of any of the said 
Officers in an action of debt in the 
Court of Common Pleas of any county 
within the State by a citizen resident 
therein who is assessed for and li- 
able to pay, or within one year be- 
fore the commencement of the ac- 
tion has paid, a State, City or County 
tax within the State.” 


Chapter 120, a supplement to the 
original Civil Service Act, provides 
for a summary view to be had of 
any action in contravention of the 
law by petition to one of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 


Under the terms of the laws above 
referred to, a so-called contract for 
personal service on the part of any 
municipal or county authority can- 
not be legally entered into, the pub-

lhe funds cannot be legally disbursed 
in payment for personal service of 
whatever kind unless 
payroll or account for such salary or 
compensation” shall bear the certifi- 
cate of the Civil Service Commission.

1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to expose, 
or offer for sale or sell, or otherwise 
dispose of or bring into the City of 
Newark with intent to sell before 


inspection as hereinafter provided, . 


the carcass of cattle, calf, sheep, 
lamb, goat or swine which does not 
have upon it the meat inspection 
brand or other official mark of iden- 
tification of the Department of 
Health of the City of Newark or 
meat inspection brand or other offi- 
cial mark of any state or municipal- 
ity whose meat inspection standard is 
equal to and recognized as such by 
the Newark Department of Health or 
the meat inspection brand or other 
mark of identification of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


The carcass of any animal herein- 
before named or part thereof offered 
or exposed for sale in the City of 
Newark which does not bear any of 
the meat inspection brands or marks 
recognized by the Department of 
Health of Newark shall be inspected 
and stamped or destroyed “by the 
Health Officer, or by his order. 


2. The carcasses of animals 
slaughtered outside the City of New- 
ark may be brought in for inspec- 
tion by the Department of Health 
under the following rules, viz: all 
carcasses shall have attached, by 
their natural connections, the head, 
including the tongue, the lungs, the 
liver, the pleura, the peritoneum and 
all body lymph glands. Each of said 
carcasses will be inspected and

stamped by the Department of Health 
at the point of arrival of such car- 
casses Or at such places as may be 
designated by the Department and 
Shall be presented for inspection at 
such place or places as may be Or- 
dered by said Department. ‘ 


3. All carcasses, meats or meat 
food products which are unsound, un- 
healthful, unwholesome or otherwise 
unfit for food, shall be stamped or 
otherwise marked by the Department 
of Health of the City of Newark, 
“Condemned-—Department of Health, 
Newark, N. J." and shall be de- 
stroyed. 


4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation or officer 
or agent, or any person, firm or 
corporation, or officer or agent, or 
employee thereof, to forge, counter-' 
feit, simulate or falsely represent of 
without authority to use or detach 
or knowingly or wrongfully alter, 
deface or destroy any of the stamps 
or marks or brands or tags recog- 
nized by the Department of Health 
of Newark, on any cattle, calf, sheep, 
lamb, goat or swine or any carcass,’ 
or on any part or parts of any car- 
cass or carcasses of any animal 
named in Section 1 of this Ordi- 
nance. : 


5. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance or failing to com- 
ply with any direction or order of 
the Department of Health of the 
City of Newark, given pursuant to 
the provisions of this ordinance by 
the Health Officer or any other agent 
of said Department of Health, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not less than fifty dollars 
($50) nor more than two hundred 
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dollars ($200) or by imprisonment 
in the county jail for a period of not 
less than ten (10) days nor more 
than three (3) months or both. 


6. Each day that the violation of 
this ordinance or the failure to com- 
ply with the directions of the De- 
partment of Health of the City of 
Newark, given in accordance with 
this ordinance, shall continue, shall 
constitute a new and separate of- 
fense, and be punishable accordingly, 
as herein provided.

Newark, N. J., October 21, 1920. 
To the Board of Commissioners, 


City of Newark, N. J. 
Gentlemen:—- 


The undersigned respectfully com- 
plain to you of the poor gas furnished 
by the Public Service Gas Co. since 
the tentative permission granted that 
company by you to change the qual- 
ity of its gas. We find that nearly 
twice as long is now required to se- 
eure the same heating results as were 
formerly necessary. To illustrate: 
A small pie put in a heated oven re- 
quires 50 minutes whereas the same 
kind and size of pie would previously 
bake in 30 minutes. Over 12 minutes 
are necessary to boil a gallon of 
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water Our gas bills are therefore ın- 
creased this month both by the in- 
creased price and by the quantity 
used. It is of course known to you 
that more gas is used for heat than 
for lighting. 


Another evil has developed, which 
we can with care and time partly 
correct... The gas instead of lighting 
properly explodes and goes out. This 
is due to the deposit of solid matter 
in the feed pipe, a thing hitherto un- 
known to most of us. We beg you. 
to direct the Public Service Co. to 
furnish us with good gas, and no 
longer cheat us by compelling us to 
bear the loss of time, labor, and 
money resulting from its experi- 
ments. 


(Signed by C. Birdsall and eleven 
others.)

action. 


Commissioner Brennan: So far 
as the fire boat purchase is concerned, 
that is being investigated by the In- 
spector General’s Department of the 
United States Army. Last Friday I 
became aware of the discrepancy be- 
tween the purchase price paid the 
Government and that paid by the 
City on my recommendation. I gave 
the story to the newspapers which 
has started a rigid investigation by 
the Inspector General’s Department. 
I have had the representatives of that 
Department here. I have also been to 
Hoboken, myself and Captain Quig- 
ley, the only two representing the 
City that had anything to do with its 
purchase as far as I am aware. 
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What investigation, other than as 
far as they have gone here has been 
made by that Department, represent- 
ed by Major Farmer, I am not at lib- 
erty to disclose at this time, even 
though I know it, because I have 
been requested not to disclose some 
of the points brought out in this in- 
vestigation. 


It is unfortunate that the discrep- 
ancy between the supposed value of 
the boat and as paid for has come 
out, that the city has, in other words 
been mulcted to that amount. I feel 
the City has procured a real bargain 
even at the price paid. I am having 
a further investigation conducted 
within my own department, which I 
feel I am capable of conducting. 
When the facts are all compiled, I 
think, Mr. Mayor, you can rest as- 
sured, and the other members of the 
Commission, that I have sufficient in- 
telligence to make the whole facts 
known, not only to the Commission, 
but to the public. There is nothing 
misleading in the matter so far as I 
am concerned and there is nothing in 
my Department I want hidden in any 
manner, but what investigation can 
be made by this Commission is some- 
thing that is beyond me at this time, 
especially in view of the investiga- 
tion being conducted by the Inspector 
Generals Department. The facts of 
it was, the boat was bought, in other 
words sold by the Captain having 
charge of Waterway Supply Stock 
through & ship broker in New York, 
who in turn sold it or gave an option 
on it to Captain Quigley of the Fire 
Department, on the recommendation 
of the Captain in charge of that par- 
ticular Division to go and see him. 
I might be frank in saying that up 
to the filing of the Bill of Sale I was 
under the impression that we were 
dealing practically direct through the 
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Government ‘The boat 1s still regis- 
tered in the Customs Department as 
the property of the United States 
Government although the City has 
given its check to Mr. Rudolph, the 
broker who made the sale. I cannot 
for the love of me figure what kind 
of an investigation can be set forth 
by this Commission, not that I want 
to stop any investigation, I welcome 
all of them. I made the facts known 
as soon as they were known to me. 
I believe every newspaper in the met- 
ropolitan area has taken the matter 
up, some of them not just as the 
transaction occurred, but all of them 
have more cr less dwelt upon the 
facts, which is possibly going further 
than the sale of the fireboat to the 
city. There is one thing certain. 
No one connected with the City has 
had anything to do with the differ- 
ence in price. The matter of inves- 
tigation as to the value of the boat 
is now being taken care of on my 
order, and as I previously stated, I 
am satisfied when my full investiga- 
tion is completed and the reports 
ready to submit, that the members of 
the Commission will be satisfied that 
nothing has heen left undone that 
could have been done, legally or 
otherwise, in finding out the true 
status of the case affecting the City 
or the people representing the Gov- 
ernment. 


Mayor Gillen: Well, of course, I 
was under the impression that the 
City Commission, when anything 
seems to be wrong about any trans- 
action on which it has passed should 
take the matter up for discussion and 
should make explanation if explana- 
tions are necessary and form part of 
the record. I do not know why the 
City Commission should not investi- 
gate anything that would seem to re- 
flect on the Commission in any way. 


Commissioner Brennan What in- 
vestigation can be made that has not 
already been started? 


Mayor Gillen: I do not know. I 
thought it would be well for you to 
make an explanation and have it in- 
corporated in the records. I thought 
it would be well to bring Captain 
Quigley here and have him make a 
statement and have the Commission- 
ers ask any questions they might 
want to ask. The explanation you 
have just made, of course, seems to 
cover the matter. 


Commissioner Brennan: Captain 
Quigley and myself have appeared be- 
fore the Major-General and testified 
under oath. 


Mayor Gillen: This is a City mat- 
ter and we are all members of the 
Board and as such I think we should 
conduct an investigation. 


Commissioner Brennan: I under- 
stand it is a city matter as any other 
matter conducted by the City, but I 
have started an investigation and I 
was under way before you called this 
special meeting. 


Mayor Gillen: Were there any 
other fireboats for sale by the Gov- 
ernment? 


Commissioner Brennan: This was 
a tugboat to be converted into a fire 
boat. 


Mayor Gillen: Were there any 
other tugboats for sale? 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes sir. 


Mayor Gillen: Was any effort 
made to get any other boat? 
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Commissioner Brennan There 
was no other boat reported suitable 
for the purposes required by the City 
of Newark in the traversing of the 
Passaic River. The Grover Cleveland 
was the only one suited for this pur- 
pose on account of its draught and 
speed. There were tugboats draw- 
ing 10 or 12 feet of water which 
made them useless as fire craft on 
the Passaic River. There were sev- 
eral wooden craft offered for sala 
which were deemed not a type of boat 
that could be used advantageously in 
the event of fire. 


Mayor Gillen: Did you know at 
the time you told Captain Quigley 
that he could go as high as $20,000 
that it was then in the possession of 
a broker? 


Commissioner Brennan: No, 1 
did not. I told him to make an offer 
of $10,000. If we were able to get 
it for $10,000 or $20,000 we would 
be getting a bargain. 

Mayor Gillen: Then what hap- 
pened? 


Commission Brennan: He went to 
submit the offer to the Captain of the 
Transportation Service and he in- 
formed him the boat was sold. 


Mayor Gillen: Did you make the 
offer before Rudolph bought it? 

Commissioner Brennan: I claim 
I did. 

Mayor Gillen: You made an offer 
of $10,000? 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes, and 
the Captain refused to accept the of- 
fer and told him the boat had been 
sold to Rudolph. 


Mayor Gillen: Who refused the 


offer? 


Commissioner Brennan: The Cap- 
tain representing the Government re- 
fused to accept the offer. That oc- 
curred on the 28th of September. 


Mayor Gillen: Was the offer sub- 
mitted in proper form? - 


Commissioner Brennan: It was 
submitted in writing. The original 
I have here. It was in the form the 
Government required. 


(Commissioner Brennan then read 
the letter submitting the bid of the 
City of Newark for the Grover Cleve- 
land.) 


Commissioner Raymond: Com- 
missioner, you are going to make a 
report to this Commission as the re- 
sult of your investigation? 


Commissioner Brennan: As soon 


as my investigation is completed and | 


I have received a copy from the In- 
spector-General’s Department. 


Mayor Gillen: At the time the last 
offer was made did you tell Quigley 
to go as high as $20,000? 


Commissioner Brennan: No I did 


not. 


Mayor Gillen: When Quigley went 
over he then found out some broker 
purchased .it? 


Commissioner Brennan: We 
found out on the morning of the 
29th and I told him to see if he could 
get it for $20,000 or else get an op- 
tion on it for fifteen days. 
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Commussioner Raymond You 
took some expert advice as to its 
value? 


Commissioner Brennan: I got an 
option so as to get some expért ad- 
vice, with the view of getting an 
appraisal from someone who knew 
more about boats than I did. 


Commissioner Raymond: You did 
get that? 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes. 


Mayor Gillen: The original reso- 
lution that authorized you to pur- 
chase the boat indicated you were to 
purchase the boat from the Govern- 
ment. 


Commissioner Brennan: I thought 
I was dealing with the Government. 


Mayor Gillen: 
September 30th. 


This was passed on 


(Mayor Gillen then read the orig- 
inal resolution authorizing the pur- 
chase of the Grover Cleveland.) 


Mayor Gillen: I think a mistake 
was made, Commissioner, that is my 
own opinion, in dealing with a broker 
after the resolution passed; that the 
purchase would be made from the 
Government, or if a broker had pur- 
chased it in the meantime, I think 
an investigation should have been 
made as to the price he paid for it. 


Commissioner Brennan: In what 
manner are you going to investigate 
the price he paid for it when he had 
only submitted a bid on that partic- 
ular day? 


Mayor Guillen It 18 my opinion 
you made a mistake, or Quigley made 
a mistake, when the resolution prac- 
tically empowered you to deal with 
the Government. 


Commission Brennan: It empow- 
ered me to procure the tug. My in- 
formation at the time was that cer- 
tain regulations had to be complied 
with in order to obtain the release 
from the Government. It was my im- 
pression then that this broker was 
acting for the Government in offer- 
ing the boat for sale. It turns out 
since that he is a broker who is 
specializing in purchases from the 
Government. 


Commissioner Archibald: I think 
we can leave it in the hands of Com- 
missioner Brennan. 


Mayor Gillen: Do any of you gen- 
tlemen want to say anything on this 
subject? 


Commissioner Brennan: I have 
no objections to your going as far as 
you want in investigating any of my 
actions, but I cannot see what can be 
done by this Board until at least after 
the Inspector General’s Department 
has concluded his investigation, 
There is one thing certain. I have 
Started an investigation as to Army 
methods in Hoboken which will pos- 
Sibly reach further than the Grover 
Cleveland. 


Mayor Gillen: I think in addition 
to what you have done to bring this 
matter to the attention of Federal 
authorities, it would be well for the 
governing body of this city, as such, 
to prepare & Statement and also for- 
ward it to the Navy Department. 
Your dealings have been with that 
Department, haven't they?

Commissioner Brennan: No, with 


the War Department. 


Commissioner Brennan: I will 
have a statement prepared for you 
& week hence or sooner after the in- 
vestigation is concluded. You can 
then reject it or amend it. 


Mayor Gillen: You will have a 
statement prepared and have it ready 
for the minutes? 

Commissioner Brennan: Yes sir. 

Commissioner Raymond: Have you 
looked into the question of setting 
the whole thing aside on the ground 


of fraud against the part of the Gov- 
ernment and fraud against the City? 


Commissioner Brennan: You can- 
not do much from an Army stand- 
point. 


Mayor Gillen: Is the Law Depart- 
ment in touch with the investiga- 
tion? 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes, the 
Law Department has been acting 
with me in all my dealings. 


Commissioner Raymond: Is this 
fellow a responsible man, perhaps we 
might be able to recover from him? 


Commissioner Brennan: I do not 
know his standing. 
Commissioner Raymond: He may 


possibly face the Federal Peniten- 
tiary and that might possibly help 
him to find money. I do not intend 
to in any way interfere with Com- 
missioner Brennan, but I think we 
all want to get the facts. 


Commissioner Brennan: I feel 
that at the purchase price paid for 
the boat, the city has got a boat for 
a song as compared with boats of- 
fered for the last three years. From 
reports given me this is a much su- 
perior boat to boats that have been 
offered to us for $60,000. 


Mayor Gillen: Who is this man 
who claims the boat is only worth 
$3,000? 


Commissioner Brennan: He is an 


Army Appraiser. 


Mayor Gillen: Commissioner Ray- 
mond, along the lines you suggest, 
would you ask the Law Department 
to proceed now or later? 


Commissioner Raymond: I think 
it would be better to wait for Com- 
missioner Brennan's report. When 
that has come in the facts will be 
more apparent for submission to the 
Law Department. 


Commissioner Archibald: They 
are working with you? 
Commissioner Brennan: Yes sir, 


the City Counsel has been with me in 
all my actions. 


Commissioner Raymond: I think 
the Government would set the whole 
thing aside for fraud. I think 1f the 
boat is worth less, we should get it 
for less on account of fraud. 


Commissioner Brennan: I had an 
appraisal made by one of the most 
expert marine engineers. I have not 
his report as yet, when I receive it I 
will be in better position to say as 
to the real value of the craft. 


Mayor Gillen: There may not he 
any doubt about the value of the 
boat, when you consider the prices 
the Government is selling these 
things. We probably paid a high 
price when we paid $18,500. 


Commissioner Brennan: If any 
one got skinned on it I think it was 
the Government. 


Mayor Gillen: They are getting 
Skinned on anything they sell, pretty 
near everything. 


Commissioner Brennan: You 
should know, you had a lot of deal- 
ing with them in the last year. 

Mayor Gillen: On these trucks, I 


think we are getting four trucks for 
nothing. 


Commissioner Raymond: But 
there are a good many strings at- 
tached to those trucks in the way of 
expense for us. It looks to me as if 
somebody was trying to make $8,500 
from the City and I think that is evi- 
dence of fraud, the clearest kind of 
fraud. I know Commissioner Bren- 
nan feels the same as I do. I do 
not care what the boat is worth, but 
I do not think the City should pay 
a bounty to a bunch of crooks. 


Commissioner Brennan: The of- 
fer was made the 28th of September. 
All the data I received so far indi- 
cates the offer of $2,500 was made 
on the 29th. 


Commissioner Archibald: I think 
what Commissioner Raymond says is 
right. We should do something like 
that. The Government does not want 
us to be placed in the position of 
paying four or five-times the price 
of the boat. 
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Commissioner Raymond: The Gov- 
ernment can never afford to let this 
transaction stand. 


Commissioner Brennan: The in- 
vestigation indicates that the Govern- 
ment is going to take action. 


Commissioner Raymond: That ac- 
tion should be and will be no doubt 
thorough, and I do not doubt the 
Government will be able to get this 
boat back and sell to us at the right 
price and make this gentleman dis- 
gouge.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date, in the Coun- 
cil Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 
11 o’clock, a. m. 


Present: Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of meeting of October 
21st, 1920, were read and approved. 


Mayor Gillen: Any citizen here 
desirous to be heard on the matter 
of assessing benefits for the paving 
of Oriental Terrace from Oriental 
Place to Oriental Street? 


No citizens appeared for or against 
the paving of Oriental Terrace. 


Mayor Gillen:—-If not, I declare 
the hearing closed. 


Mayor Gillen:—There is also a 
hearing scheduled for the assessing 
of benefits for the paving of Passaic 
Avenue from the westerly line of 
Richards Street to the Lincoln High- 
way. Any citizen desiring to be 
heard on this matter? 


Mr. John F. Boneykamper appeared 
before the Board and stated he did 
not think it is fair for the City to 
place such a heavy assessment upon 
the people owning property in this 
vicinity, particularly in view of the 
fact that he considered this a pre- 
mature improvement, and suggested 
that a 25% assessment on the prop- 
erty owners should be levied by the 
City. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that the matter of assessing benefits 
for the paving of Passaic Avenue 
from the westerly line of Richards 
Street to the Lincoln Highway be re- 
ferred to the Assessment Commis- 
sioners with the recommendation 
that further consideration be given 
to the assessment to be paid by the 
City and the property owners. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


Mr. John H. Meeker appeared be- 
fore the Board and requested that 
the resolution passed some time ago 


calling for a referendum on the es- 
tablishment of gas and electric hght 
power and heating plants be re- 
scinded. He stated he read in the 
newspapers that at least three of the 
Commissioners stated that at the 
time ‘they voted for the resolution 
they were not aware of the fact that 
if the resolution was adopted and the 
referendum carried by the people 
that the result of it would be to make 
it mandatory upon the City Commis- 
sion to proceed with the erection and 
establishment of lighting and heating 
plants. They simply thought that 
they would put it before the people 
to take such action in the matter as 
they saw fit. 'The least you can do 
is to rescind that resolution and not 
put the matter before the people of 
Newark. . 


Commissioner Monahan:—I would 
like to ask the City Clerk to read a 
statement I have prepared in refer- 
ence to the establishment of munici- 
‘pal lighting plants. 


The following statement was of- 
fered by Commissioner Monahan 
and read by the City Clerk: 


“One of the questions to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the General 
Election next Tuesday is whether the 
City of Newark shall acquire or con- 
struct municipal gas, electric and 
steam plants. 


What the cost of such plants would 
be no one can say with any degree of 
certainty, but any such undertaking 
would doubtless involve the expen- 
diture of many millions of dollars. 
The Chief Engineer of the City, while 
declining to commit himself to a defi- 
nite estimate is quoted as having 
made a guess that the cost would 
probably be about $15,000,000. 
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It 1s obvious that Newark ıs ın no 
position to seriously consider any 
such outlay at this time, especially 
under the conditions that now exist. 
To attempt to borrow any such sum 
of money would be unwise, if it were 
possible, and to raise it by taxes is 
out of the question. 


As there seems to have been a mis- 
understanding of the mandatory pro- 
visions of the law under which the 
vote is to be taken I believe that 
prudence and good business judg- 
ment makes it necessary that these 
. facts should be brought to the at- 
tention of the voters so that they 
may act with knowledge of what is 
involved. 


I make this statement without goz 
ing into the merits of municipal own- 
ership. I simply take the position 
that an important proposition that 
wil cost undetermined millions of 
dollars should not be ordered carried 
out without the taxpayers and this 
Commission having more definie in- 
formation on the subject than is 
available now. Personally I am go- 
ing to vote “No” on the referendum 
and I wish there were still time to 
have it removd from the ballots. 


John F. Monahan. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I would 
like to make a statement in refer- 
ence to this matter. I have no 
apology to offer for having voted to 
refer this matter to the people and 
I would vote the same way again if 
the proposition was brought before 
this Board. To my mind the dis- 
covery that this will possibly make 
it mandatory upon the city to go for- 
ward at once if the referendum is 
adopted is in no way discouraging 
to me and it in no way alarms me. 
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I believe that the City of Newark 18 
going to relieve the situation for the 
industrial business of this city de- 
mands the establishment of gas, elec- 
tric and steam plants. The Public 
Service Corporation has admitted 
that it cannot supply the necessary 
light and power to the manufactur- 
ers of Newark. I do not think that 
the law is mandatory as to the 
amount of capital that the city shall 
spend for an electric plant. I think 
the City may begin on a small scale 
and work it up, and I am positively 
in favor of the City Commission re- 
ferring this matter to the people on 
referendum. Aside from the estab- 
lishment of the plant in the City of 
Newark I have in mind the power 
that will be supplied by water. We 
have the tremendous possibilities of 
using the power from our water shed. 
I am willing to refer any question to 
the people at any time and let them 
vote on it, and in this particular in- 
stance I shall vote in favor of the 
referendum. 


Commissioner  Archibald:— When 
I voted for this resolution I was not 
aware of the fact that if the people 
voted in favor of establishing a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant that it would 
be mandatory upon the City Commis- 
sion to go ahead with the work. As 
Director of Revenue and Finance I 
do not see how the city is in a po- 
sition, financially, to go ahead with 
this work. I would be remiss in my 
duties if I did not call this matter 
to your attention. 


Commissioner Brennan:—I want 
to say a word in reference to this 
matter. When I voted to have the 
referendum placed upon the ballot I 
did not realize that it would be man- 
datory for this Commission to pro- 
ceed with the work at once in the 


event the referendum was adopted. 
It was my understanding at that time 
that we were not compelled to ex- 
pend millions of dollars, but that we 
could start in a small way and grad- 
ually enlarge the plants. I therefore 
feel that the city should refer this 
question to the people on referen- 
dum. Iam going to vote for the ref- 
erendum and will do what I can to 
put it over. 


Mayor Gillen:—This is not a ques- 
tion of economy, but it is a question 
of absolute necessity in my opinion. 
I know for a fact that within the 
past two years several large indus- 
trial plants have been driven away 
from Newark, or at least have not lo- 
cated in Newark, because they were 
unable to procure power from the 
Public Service Electric Company. 
Now, this is a serious situation. You 
all know that the life and progress 
of the city depends absolutely on its 
manufacturing industries. The busi- 
ness interests of the City of Newark 
depend on its manufacturing indus- 
tries and every encouragement should 
be given by the city as a city and by 
tha governing body to help these 
manufacturing industries, and every 
effort should be made to induce the 
establishment of additional indus- 
tries in the city of Newark. 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan stated he 
thought the establishment of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant would be a 
good thing for the city and urged 


the Board to do everything in its 
power to have the referendum 
adopted. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I would 
like to bring a matter to the atten- 
tion of this Commission in connec- 
tion with the development of Port 
Newark water facilities. You are no 
doubt aware of the fact that the City 
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of Newark is today confronted with 
the necessity of going forward at 
once with the development of its port 
facilities, digging a deeper channel 
toward the Bay, building bulkheads 
and piers on our zone which we have 
acquired at great expense, or else 
abandoning the whole project and 
leaving it for future generations to 
revive. I therefore am introducing 
the first resolution today and will fol- 
low it up next week by introducing 
an ordinance, when I will submit a 
plan to develop Port Newark water. 
facilities, docks and bulkheads. Next 
week I will bring in an ordinance for 
the issuance of bonds for one and a 
quarter million dollars. We will then 
immediately begin discussion and 
consideration at least of the best way . 
in which to do tbis work, whether 
it should be done by the city or 
whether it should be done by con- 
tract. We have three steamship com- . 
panies crying for berths along the 
Newark pier and manufacturers on 
the Newark water front are anxious 
to enter into negotiations for berths. 

Mr. Francis J. Goodwin, a labor 
leader; John Enstice, President of. 
the Traffic Club; Joseph A. Doyle, 
representing the Ironbound Manufac- 
turers’ Association; James M. Smith, | 
who appeared for three shipping con- 
cerns; Curtis R. Burnett and Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz of the Submarine 
Boat Corporation appeared before the 
Board to urge the development of 
Port Newark water facilities. They 
all favored going ahead at Port New- 
ark and declared they did not believe 
the improvement to the bay would 
give the Submarine a monopoly. They 
maintained it would open the door 
for other shipping companies to 
come in. 7 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan and Val- 
entine Kane, representing the Feder- 


ation of Improvement Associations, 
appeared before the Board and stated 
that they were in favor of the project 
of a deeper channel in the Newark 
Bay provided the other municipalities 
which will be benefited by it shared 
the expenses and provided the im- 
provement did not give the Subma- 
rine Boat Corporation a monopoly of 
the water front privileges. 


Mayor Gillen:—-A statement has 
been made by the President of the 
Real Estate Board, Dr. Kraemer, that 
the improvements contemplated on 
the bay by the Department of Streets 
and Public Improvements of the City 
of Newark are exclusively for the 
benefit of the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration, and that these improve- 
ments will not benefit anybody else. 
Now, of course, that is not so at all. 
Any improvement that is made along 
the Newark Bay will benefit the 
whole city and likewise it will bene- 
fit all of the municipalities on the 
bay.
